White House tapes 
belong to U.S./ 
not Nixon — Judge 


WASHINGTON (UPIt — U.S. District Judge Charles R Richey ruled toda> uiat 
former President Richard M Nixon’s White House tapes and documents belong to 
the government and not to Nixon. 
In a decision that swept aside Nixon’s 
claim to executive privilege, Richey 
resolved in favor of the government a 
complicated legal battle over who owns 
the substantial volume of presidential 
papers and recordings Nixon left behind 
in Washington. 
Nixon’s lawyers said they would 
appeal and predicted the appeals court 
might vacate Richey’s ruling because he 
lacked jurisdiction in the case. 
The decision, in effect, was more a 
victory for Congress — which had 
passed a law forbidding transfer of the 
materials to the former president — than 
for President Ford, who originally 
approved an agreement that would have 
returned 
the materials to Nixon's 
custody. 
Richey said it was his duty to decide 
on the very principle of “ownership and 
privilege’’ involved in Nixon's lawsuit 
against the government, and his ruling 
laid down a sweeping principle that 
would effect all future presidents as 
well. 
“The claim of ownership of former 
President Nixon to the ‘presidential 
m aterials 
and 
tape-recorded 
conversations' 
of 
the 
Nixon 
administration 
is 
contrary 
to 
the 
general principle of law that i says > that 
which is generated or kept in the 
administration and performance of the 
powers and duties of a public office 
belongs to the government....” Richey 
said 
“There is no precedent which compels 
a finding that the presidential materials 
and tapes' are the personal property of 
former President Nixon " 
As to Nixon’s claim that he retained 
“executive privilege” to control his 
tapes and papers, Richey said that 
privilege resides in the office and not m 
the man 
“A former president may not assert or 
waive the privilege which attaches to

the 
confidential 
communications 
relating to the conduct of the Office of 
the 
President..,“ 
he 
said 
“The 
privilege belongs to the government and 
may only be asserted or waived by the 
incumbent president.“ 
The White House declined comment 
on Richey’s decision 
The controversy over the Nixon 
materials started Sept 8 — the day Ford 
unconditionally pardoned the former 
President. 
The White House then announced the 
government had signed an agreement 
with Nixon the previous day providing 
that his leftover tapes and documents 
would be transferred to his custody in 
California. 
White 
House 
officials 
disclosed 
Nixon's 
own 
attorneys 
—James St Clair and J. Fred Buzhardt 
—had provided the legal advice for that 
decision and Ford had accepted it. 
Amid adverse reaction from the 
public, congressmen and the Watergate 
special prosecutor’s office, Ford soon 
announced he was deferring action on 
the transfer pending a legal review of 
the matter, and Congress, in December, 
passed an Act requiring the materials to 
be kept under government control. 
Nixon sued to force the government to 
abide by the original agreement, citing 
executive 
privilege, 
general 
con­ 
stitutional rights and the behavior of 
previous 
presidents 
since 
George 
Washington in taking their documents 
with them. 
Richey also rejected the presidential 
precedent 
argument, 
saying, 
“the 
historical practice of past presidents 
does not evince a clear and convincing 
recognition 
of 
ownership 
of 
the 
materials generated and retained in the 
conduct of the Office of the President.” 
Richey did. however, make special 
provisions to protect Nixon's privacy in 
possible future attempts to subpoena 
and scrutinize the tapes 
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New faces may replace First pav check 
unionists on strike

Labor-troubled Johns-Manville Corp., 
today was organizing production around 
salaried personnel and considering a 
variety of alternatives including hiring 
replacements for chemical workers who 
are out on strike 


Paul Burnum, director of employe 
relations for J-M said a letter had been 
sent 
to 
officials 
of 
Local 
146, 
International Chemical Workers Union, 
announcing that the company might be 
forced to hire replacements No decision 
had been made today, but Bumum said 
hiring off the street “is a very decided 
possibility." Then he added “But that's 
a last resort ” 
He said such an action on the 
company’s 
part 
would 
“profoundly 
affect the whole community .“ 
“We have considered a number of 
alternatives 
including 
hiring 
replacements off the street, but we d 
rather have our own people on the job 
Before we’d do that we'd consider all 
the factors and notify everyone ahead of 
time,” Burnum concluded 
Workers have been considered on 
strike since Jan. 21, although no strike 
vote has been taken by the union The 
clouded status was the result of earlier 
action by J-M on Dec. 9 to lock the gates 
to all except salaried and supervisory 
personnel. 
Chemical union workers rejected a 
“final" bid salary and fringe benefit 
offer by the company hours prior to the 
expiration of the old contract on Oct. 24, 
but remained on the job until Dec. 9 
when 
the company announced 
its 
lockout. 
There were some quiet efforts today 
by federal mediator Frank Allen in Los 
Angeles to get the two sides back to the 
bargaining table. Allen said he had 


talked briefly with A.B 
Marchant 
senior vice president in charge of 
employe relations for J-M in Denver, 
but that there was nothing to report 
from that sector. Allen said the two 
sides were still holding diametrically 
opposed views on the methods used to 
compute cost of living increases and on 
union efforts to negotiate the rehiring of 
an employe who was fired on Dec. 28 for 
an incident on the picket line at the 
company 's Miguelito Canyon Road gate 
Allen said he had also talked with Art 
Woods, international vice president of 
the chemical workers union, but that 
Woods told him he was going to be away 
from his Norwalk home over the 
weekend In the light of that fact and the 
other developments or lack of them it 
appeared unlikely that a new negotiating 
session could be arranged before next 
week 
Meanwhile the union was tightening 
its collective belts to cope with the 
economic pinch that grew more severe 
this week The State ruled that the union 
members were no longer eligible for the 
$90 per week unemployment checks 
because J-M had publicly announced an 
end to the lockout; and county welfare 
chief Art Nelson said some of the men 
may not be eligible for the state’s aid to 
families 
with 
dependent 
children 
because 
of 
their 
traditional 
high 
earnings. “It’s not our purpose to 
support middle class families," he said 
this week 
Nevertheless it was learned that 
county clerical workers would be on 
duty in Veterans Memorial building, 
next Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
to process claims for food stamps and to 
provide other information. 
All these developments come on the 
heels of a hastily arranged negotiating 
session that bogged down Wednesday 
night in Lompoc. 


Brown trims staff salary seven per cent 


SACRAMENTO ( UPI ) - Top aides of 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s executive 
staff not only got their first pay check 
several hours late Thursday but also 
found it was 7 per cent smaller than the 
one received by their counterparts in 
the Reagan administration. 
* 


Brown Thursday night announced a 7 
per cent reduction in the salaries of the 
top staff aides and also said he will ask 
his state agency secretaries to take 
equivalent wage cuts when the next 
fiscal year starts July 1. Agency 
secretary salaries are set by law at 
$43,404 a year and cannot be changed 
except by statute 


The governor also said pay checks for 


January were issued Thursday evening 
to members of his executive staff. His 
announcement came several hours after 
his Press Secretary, Bill Stall, said 28 
executives in Brown’s office would 
probably be paid Friday—a day late— 
because the governor had not decided 
how much to pay them. 
Brown 
and 
145,000 
other 
state 
employes received their checks on 
scheduled Thursday. 
Brown said the new salary schedule 
provides $40,306 a year for his top aide, 
Executive Assistant Gray Davis. That 
salary was $43,404 under former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s administration, the 
same as agency secretaries. 
Five senior staff executives holding 


jobs 
that 
previously 
paid 
$37,212 
annually will be paid $34,536 a year, 
Brown said in a news release. 
He said other executive salaries in the 
governor’s office were reduced along 
the same general 7 per cent guidelines. 
Stall said Brown has spent “a lot of 
time” reviewing salaries for his top 
assistants “with the goal of reducing 
them” as part of his austerity program. 
The governor pointed out the new 
salary schedule brings the annual pay of 
the executive assistant to below the 
level paid the state attorney general. 
Salaries paid to the senior executives 
now will be less than the annual $35,000 
paid 
to 
other 
state 
constitutional 


officers, he noted. 
Brown’s own salary of $49,100 cannot 
be reduced immediately because of a 
constitutional provision preventing his 
pay from being increased or reduced 
during his term. But Brown presumably 
could donate a portion of his check to the 
state to accomplish the same effect. 
The five senior staff executives 
receiving a $2,676 wage cut to $34,536 
were Stall, Leroy Chatfield, director of 
administration; Marc Roche, director of 
programs and policy ami legislative 
liaison with the Senate, Paul Halvonik, 
director of programs and policy and 
legislative liaison with the Assembly, 
and J. Anthony Kline, legal affairs 
secretary. 


County hearing set on air pollution clampdown 


Major impact predicted on Exxon plant 


Four City Council hopefuls 
meet at first forum Monday

A proposed new rule for emission of pollutants on 
the South Coast — to be given a public hearing March 
3 by the Board of Supervisors — could have a major 
effect on the proposed $26-millk>n oil and gas 
processing plant of Exxon Corp., if allowed in the 
Refugio area as planned. 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost, who was instrumental in 
setting up the hearing which is aimed at reducing 
pollutant emissions from new stationary sources from 
a maximum of 100 tons per year to 25 tons for the 
South Coastal area, pointed out the lower tonnage 
figure is the maximum allowed for the north county 
areas. 
Pollutant emissions of about 75 tons a year are 
expected from the Exxon plant. 
Hie hearing which originally was set for Feb. 18 
will be held at 2 p.m. on the March 3 date in the 
supervisors’ 
hearing 
room 
in 
the 
County 
Administration Building, Santa Barbara. 


Frost said notices of the hearing are being sent to 
various organizations and other interested parties 
throughout the South Coast. 
The supervisors will be asked to adopt County Air 
Pollution Control District rule 9.2 for the entire 
county. It applies to the South Coast only at this time 
as the South Coast is in the same air basin with 
smoggy Los Angeles and thus more leeway with 
polluters if given. The north county is under Rule 9.2 
as it is in a separate air basin where air quality is 
better on the whole and is to be kept that way. 
Frost, named by the county supervisors as liaison 
on air pollution control matters, said there are no 
industries currently on the South Coast which even 
approach the 24 ton cutoff. 


“This rule would insure that any new industries 
wishing to locate on the county’s South Coast would 
have to observe a strict limit on emissions 
contributing to air pollution,” he added. 
He maintained the South Coastal economy is “based 


on tourism, agriculture and the purchasing power of 
residents who have moved here because of the quality 
of the environment ... an increase in air pollution 
would threaten each of these sectors.” 
Objections of South Coast citizens and organizations 
to the proposed Exxon plant in Las Flores Canyon 
west of Goleta were based not only on the claim that 
county approval of the Exxon plant would give major 
impetus to spread of a major petroleum complex on 
the scenic South Coast, but also on the issue of 
pollution.” 


Oil faculties already established on the South Coast 
have run into complaints from citizens concerning 
noxious emissions which have already penetrated into 
residential areas in the western Goleta Valley in some 
instances. 
Exxon authorities have not made it clear, 
specifically, if they could operate under the higher 
air pollution control standards that would be set if 
Rule 9.2 were adopted for the South Coast.

Freak airport blackout dooms 41 in crash 


ISTANBUL (UPI) - A freak 22- 
second electrical failure that blacked 
out Istanbul’s Yesilkov airport just as a 
Turkish airliner was touching down 
Thursday night was blamed today for its 
crash in which 41 persons were killed. 
The pilot pulled up for a second 
landing attempt when the airport lights 
went out but disappeared into the night. 
Turkish 
search 
vessels 
found 
the 
submerged wreckage today in the 
Marmara Sea and reported no sign of 
survivors. The victims included one 
American. 
Officials at Yesilkov airport said no 
bodies had been recovered and all 
aboard the twin-engine Fokker 28 jet 
plane were feared dead. Fishing boats 
and Turkish naval vessels combed the 
crash area 2.5 miles off the Istanbul 
coast near Cekmece. 
Searchers found the wreckage in 50 
feet of water. Recovery operations were 
hampered 
by 
heavy 
seas 
and 
a 
northwesterly gale. 
Turkish Airlines pilots refused to fly in 


or out of Yesilkov airport today in 
protest against its emergency facilities. 
Hie airport runway lights and radio 
communications 
were 
out 
for 
22 
seconds. Normally an emergency fall­ 
back system would have restored power 
in three seconds. 
Airline officials said an American and 
a Briton were among the 37 passengers. 
They identified them as Phillips Feder, 
58, of New York, an employe of a 
canning company in Istanbul, and F. 
Aldridge, a British citizen. The other 
passengers and the four-member crew 
were Turkish. 
The Dutch-built Fokker was on a flight 
from Izmir to Istanbul. Airport officials 
said the Yesilkov control tower lost 
radio contact at 6:42 p.m. when the 
city’s electric power failed. 


“The plane was just touching down as 
the runway was blacked out,” Kenan 
Ertan, deputy director of the airport, 
said. “A power failure that lasted for 
only 22 seconds caused us to lose radio 
contact with the pilot.” 


Ertan said the control tower managed 
to regain contact with the plane after 
the blackout and the pilot said he was 
returning for a landing. “That was the 
last radio signal we received,” he said.

said 
fishing 
boats 
found 
wreckage of the plane near Cekmece, 19 
miles west of Istanbul, in the Sea of 
Marmara, separated from the Black Sea 
by the Bosporus Strait. 
Deputy Governor Halil Toklu said the 
Turkish 
government ordered naval 
vessels in the sea to join the fighting 
boats in searching for survivors. 
A Turkish Airlines DC10 crashed 
March 3, 1974, north of Paris’ Orly 
Airport, killing all 345 persons aboard in 
the worst catastrophe in the history of 
civil aviation. 
An improperly locked cabin door was 
blamed by an investigative team. The 
plane was taking off for London after a 
stop in Paris on a flight from Istanbul. 
A Turkish Airlines Fokker 28, similar 
to the Dutch-built jet that went down 
Thursday, crashed Jan 26, 1974, seconds 


after takeoff from Izmir, killing 62 of the 
73 persons aboard. 
The Dutch-built F28, which has been in 
operation since 1969, seats from 65 to 79 
passengers, depending on the model. It 
is a short-haul airliner.

Navy Seabees plowing ponds 
for duck stopovers on base 


The cooperative efforts of the U.S. Air Force and the U.S. Navy 
Seabees are creating a rest stop for weary travelers journeying 
along the twisting coast of California. But even though public 
money is being used to fund the project, only a select few 
individuals are going to be stopping at the waystation. 
Between September and January, upwards of eight million 
waterfowl visit California, winging their way south from the 
frozen climates of western Canada and Alaska The habitats they 
seek, marshes and ponds, are fast disappearing as developers 
commercialize the landscape. Here at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, though, 45 acres of lowland are being developed especially 
as a winter home for migratory ducks and geese. 
A detachment from the Navy’s Reserve Mobile Construction 
Battalion 2 arrived on Sunday, Jan. 19th from their station at Port 
Hueneme, Calif., to begin two weeks of work building the duck 
ponds. Two other Seabee detachments from Port Hueneme will 
follow the Golden Gate Battalion to total six weeks of Navy work 
on the ponds. 
“ This is one of the best projects that the Seabees have gotten 
into in maybe the last five or six years,” says Chief Warrent 
Officer Daniel M. Benz, officer in charge of the Seabee 
detachment. “ This is kind of a different project. It’s the first duck 
pond we’ve ever done. The whole project is going real well.” 
The ponds are being constructed between the levees in the 
lowlands that separate Vandenberg’s northern mesa from its 
southern mountains. From the football-field-size ponds, future 
resident ducks will be able to sniff the gentle odors of the Base 
Sewage Treatment Facility. 
The closeness of the ponds to the sewage plant is intentional, for 
the water that will fill the ponds will be chlorinated secondary 
treated sewage water. Despite the unsavory sound of this, the 
water is perfectly safe for the animals and the plant life around 
the ponds.

After trial, lost message, developer and 


Regan friend never probed on bribery case

District Attorney Stan Roden declared Thursday that another 
copy of a missing Board of Supervisors' directive to the County 
Grand Jury regarding the Phil Regan bribery case has gone out to 
the foreman of the Grand Jury 
Mrs 
Betty 
Weisman, 
Grand Jury 
foreman, 
recently 
acknowledged she had never received a copy of the minute order 
approved last Oct. 17 by the county supervisors calling on the 
Grand Jury to do what it could to see that millionaire land 
developer Said Halimi answer questions which Sheriff John W. 
Carpenter would like to ask him. 
Whether the Oct. 17 minute order copy was lost, strayed or was 
intercepted or interfered with person or persons unknown remains 
a mystery in Courthouse Square. 
Some aspects of the problem came to light when this reporter 
learned that such documents addressed to the Grand Jury are 
often forwarded to the county clerk's office presumably for 
further forwarding, or even at times are dispatched without 
logical reason, it would seem, to the jury commissioner’s office. 
Somehow the supervisors’ minute order disappeared from view 
although the county’s courier system had only to take it from the 
board clerk's office on the fourth floor of the County 


Administration Building to the Courthouse just across the street. 
Roden, who assumed office early in January to succeed David 
Minier, seemed surprised when told that the county’s messenger 
service in the county building would deliver documents to the 
Grand Jury to other county offices, instead 
But he said he had “ no further comment” on the case of the 
missing directive other than to say the problem “ is being taken 
care of” with a duplicate minute order. 
The supervisors had approved the order last fall on a 3-2 vote, 
with Supervisor Frank Frost spearheading the move to have 
Halimi questioned Frost had also been the one to find out that the 
board order to the Grand Jury had never been delivered. It was 
Frost who was a prime witness in the trial which resulted in a 
prison sentence for ex-singer Regan, a friend of Halimi’s, on the 
charge that Regan sought to bribe Frost to vote favorably on a 
rezoning case to give the green light to a Tyrolian Village, Inc. 
development in Goleta Valley, sought by Halimi. 
When Sheriff Carpenter explained to the supervisors last fall he 
had long endeavored without success to question Halimi in the 
Regan case, the supervisors voted to get the Grand Jury to use 
some leverage, if possible. The Grand Jury never called on Halimi 
to testify, despite the fact the pair were together the night Regan 
was arrested. 


The pond project was initiated by the Base Environmental 
Protection Branch. Usually, Air Force programs have an easily 
identifiable result — an airplane flies, a missile launches ,The 
reason that the Air Force is building duck ponds at Vandenberg is 
not quite so obvious. 
There’s no tangible benefit,” says Major Boykin W. Gartrell, 
Chief of Environmental Control. “ We just want to show the state 
and the local community that we care about saving wildlife. 
All Federal land is managed under the Multiple Use Sustained 
Yield Act, which requires that government-owned property be 
developed with equal consideration to outdoor recreation, water 
sheds, timber growth, grazing, and wildlife protection. 
“ We re trying to leave something for future generations,” says 
Base Agronomist James Johnston. “ For years, the thrust has 
been toward draining swamplands. Well, they did a good job of 
this. Now wetlands are a disappearing and valuable natural 
resource. 
The duck ponds have been under construction off-and-on since 
1974. Since then, the 4392nd Civil Engineering Squadron has 
cleared the area of undergrowth and small trees. Now the Seabees 
are here to do the heavy work of digging, filling and grading. 
“ We re doing all this ourselves,” says Chief Warrant Officer 
Benz “ The Air Force has provided us with the maps and great 
support, but we’re responsible for doing the whole job.” 
Standing amid the roar and dust of earth-moving equipment, 
CWO-4 Benz declared, “ We can do a good job and save the Air 
Force a lot of money. I just can’t tell you how much the Seabees 
appreciate getting this kind of work.” 
The Seabees may appreciate the work and the Air Force may 
appreciate them doing the work, but the real voice of appreciation 
will be heard next fall. No long speeches will be necessary. A 
simple “ quack, quack” will be sufficient.

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High court right on sealing 
grand jury reports — Roden

County reporter 
Belief that the State Supreme Court “ made 
the right decision on that limited issue” was 
voiced Thursday by District Attorney Stan 
Roden in commenting on the 4-3 California high 
court ruling upholding the sealing of a 1972 
County Grand Jury report by Presiding Judge 
Floyd Dodson 
Roden said he has still to read the court ruling 
in the controversial case which had pitted his 
predecessor, David Minier, against Judge 
Dodson in a fiery debate which at one point had 
led the judge to have Minier and his chief 
assistant ejected from a courtroom. 
The interim report kept from public view by 
Judge Dodson was critical of county pathologist 
Dr. Lawrence McAlpine, who had resigned in 


October, 1972, when the sheriff’s office charged 
mishandling of a number of cases 
Judge Dodson took the position the Grand 
Jury exceeded its authority and it was stressed 
Dr McAlpine hadn’t ever been charged or 
indicted But later, a $2,580,000 suit by the 
former county official against the county 
revealed the report had cited 12 specific 
complaints against him 
The high court’s ruling allowed that a judge 
who feels the Grand Jury has exceeded its legal 
powers can block the filing of a report such as 
the McAlpine report and keep it from public 
airing Dissenting judges stated censorship has 
never worked to correct evils in a democratic 
society, and that the jury — even if wrong — had 
a right to its view resulting from its 
investigation.

gave a black tie state dinner for Wilson at the White House 
In other developments Thursday, the President:

Didn't know about mountain 
before TWA crash — controller 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A veteran flight 
controller said today he was “ frightened” last 
Dec. 1 by a dangerously low altitude radar 
signal from TWA flight 514, but was unaware of 
the existence of a mountain which the plane hit 
95 seconds later. 


Merle W. 
Dameron, a 26-year veteran 
controller, said the approach chart used at 
Dulles International Airport did not show the 
existence of 1,764-foot Mt. Weather, located 23 
miles northwest of the airport’s runway No. 12. 


That was the runway for which Dameron had 
given flight 514 clearance for a landing 
approach. The plane descended too low and hit 
the mountain, killing all 92 persons aboard. 


In his testimony Thursday, Dameron said his 
only responsibility toward the doomed plane 
was to keep it from colliding with other aircraft. 
He said it plainly was the pilot’s job to avoid 
terrain obstacles, such as mountains. 


Returning to the stand today, however, 
Dameron said he was so startled when he saw

LOS ANGELES (U P I) — The 
RSkid Row slasher," who has 
cut the throats of eight men in 
two months, is a husky blond 
homosexual in his 20s who may 
be driven by impotence or 
hatred of his father, police said 
today. 
He is "a jackal, an animal 
who preys on weaklings and 
cripples,” but not a vampire, a 
police spokesman said, denying 
reports that the slasher appar­ 
ently drank the blood of some 
victims. 
Detectives, mounting one of 
the greatest manhunts in the 
history 
of 
the 
city, 
late 
Wednesday distributed copies 
of a drawing showing the man 
police believe is the slasher. 
The composite drawing was 
put together from information 
gathered in hundreds of inter­ 
views, police said, and the 
"psychiatric 
profile" 
was 
drawn by a panel of psychia­ 
trists and psychologists 
The man is white, between 20 
and 30 years old, appears to be 
about 6 feet tall, weighs about 
190 pounds, has stringy collar- 
length hair of a dirty blond 


color, a long prominent nose 
and thick eyebrows, according 
to the police description 
"We think he’s a sexually 
weak and deficient person who 
is being driven to a frenzy to 
commit these murders as a 
substitute 
for 
the 
normal 
heterosexual 
relationship," 
said 
Deputy 
Police 
Chief 
George A. Beck 
"There are strong implica 
tions in these killings of his 
sexual 
impotence 
and 
his 
feelings of inadequacy ." 
The hunt for the slasher, who 
got his name because he cuts 
the throats of his victims and 
the first six to die were Skid 
Row derelicts, 
mounted 
in 
intensity following the discov­ 
ery 
of 
an 
eighth 
victim 
Wednesday night. 
The "slasher squad" was 
expanded to a task force and 
put under the command of 
Assistant Police Chief Daryl 
Gates. Police spokesman said 
the manhunt equalled in inten­ 
sity the investigation of Sen 
Robert F. Kennedy’s assassina­ 
tion and the hunt for the 
Manson family after the Sharon 


Tate mass murders. 
A spokesman, Cmdr. Peter 
Hagan denied a report by a 
local television station that 
detectives had found evidence 
of vampirism, or ritual killing 
and blood drinking The station 
reported 
that 
two 
of 
the 
victims had been drained of 
blood, and a cup of blood was 
found beside one of them. 
"Absolutely 
not,” 
Hagan 
said "There is no evidence of 
any such thing." 
Beck said the psychological 
profile describes the suspect as 
"poorly educated,” and "a 
loner, who loves nobody and 
nobody loves him He probably 
lives like a hermit. Some of his 
hatred might be spurred by an 
unresolved rage toward his 
father, who could have been a 
brutal 
alcoholic. 
Now 
he 
remembers how he was treated 
as a child and is striking hack, 
killing those who resemble the 
man he hated,” Beck said.

CHICAGO - (NEA) - Who 
was Paul Muni, and how come 
so few remember him? 
By the standards of dis­ 
tinguished directors like 
Howard Hawks and actresses 
like Bette Davis, Paul Muni 
was one of the finest, if not the 
finest, American actor of this 
century 
Who was Paul Muni? 
He ran the toughest mob in 
Chicago, discovered how to 
make milk safe to drink, 
heroically fought injustice in 
France, in Dayton, Tennessee, 
and in Mexico; conquered 
Europe, 
wrote 
great 
symphonies and was one of the 
world’s greatest wooers 
That is, he played, in order, 
A1 Capone, Louis Pasteur, 
Emile Zola, Clarence Darrow, 
Juarez, Napoleon, Franz 
Schubert and Don Juan Among 
many others. 
Why, then, is he so little 
remembered, just seven years 
after his death, at age 72? 
In a recently published 
biography, "Actor, The Life 
and Times of Paul Muni” (Put- 
nam ), 
author 
Jerome 
Lawrence, c o a u th o r of 
"Inherit the Wind" which 
starred Muni on Broadway, 
wrote: 
"Was (Is) the public’s at­ 
titude toward Muni a classic ex­ 
ample of America’s actor 
sickness9 We all crave heroes 
— presidents with charisma, 
sexy senators and governors, 
teachers we can love, 
preachers we can turn into 
fathers. 
"But mostly we want gods 
and goddesses on our stages, 
screens, and TV sets: 
idealizations of ourselves. If 


the face isn’t a male collar ad 
or a female blonde Venus, then 
we want intellectual giants: 
mammoth 
IQ's, 
instant 
answers, p refab ricated 
philosophies, packaged 
religion, magic, fairy tales, 
Santa Claus, Superman 
"We idolize them, then we 
forge them ” 
This fine, balanced book may 
or may not help to resurrect 
Muni, but at least it will bring 
him, for a time, from behind 
the backstage of late late TV 
movies into a spotlight of sorts 
Muni was the consummate 
artist, according to Lawrence 
who sat one night in a Chicago 
hotel room recently and spoke 
about his subject. 
"I had hoped that this book 
would not only be a loving 
tribute to Muni the actor, but I 
wished it to be a kind of text­ 
book of acting," he said. 
Indeed, 
Lawrence dedicated 
the biography "To young, lear­ 
ning Actors: the Munis of 
tomorrow.” 
Lawrence gave an example of 
the depth of preparation which 
Muni brought to his perfor­ 
mances. He recalled that 
Josephine Hutchinson, who 
played Pasteur’s wife, had said, 
that one of the mistakes young 
actors make today is to think 
they can go onstage or on 
camera and do whatever comes 
into their minds.

The bills for his research at 
the Los Angeles County 
Hospital were quite sizeable 
It was Muni’s meticulous 


physical preparation 
which 
gave him his biggest break in 
the English-language theater, 
after spending years in the 
American Yiddish theater, said 
Lawrence 
When looking for the actor to 
play AI Capone in "Scarface,” 


Howard Hawks thought of 
Muni. Hawks remembered see­ 
ing Muni in the Yiddish theater 
in a moving scene with his back 
to the audience, where he was 
such a purist he’d even made up 
his hands to fit the character, 
said Lawrence. 
Hawks had a tough time con­ 
vincing Muni to take the role. 
Muni felt that he couldn't play that 
kind of man because he wasn’t 
that kind of person. Muni had, 
according to Lawrence, a deep 
integrity which attracted him 
to roles of people he could 
respect. 
Hawks, however, appealed to 
Muni the actor, and said he 
could bring several dimensions 
to the Capone characterization 
Muni did. 
In later years, in 1942 after a 
Broadway 
performance of 
"Counsellor-at-Law.” Eleanor 
Roosevelt went backstage and 
told Muni, "In Great Britain, 
they give their finest actors 
knighthoods. In Japan, deser­ 
ving artists are designated as 
national treasures. Here we 
have nothing to give you but our 
applause, and our affection and 
gratitude. 
"But if I had the power. Mr. 
Muni, you would be declared an 
American knight and one of our 
national treasures.” 
Muni, however, and the elec­ 
tric Yiddish theater in which he 
began his acting career, are 
anything but national treasures 
any more The Yiddish theater 
is a lost art. and Muni a lost ar­ 
tist.

Dear Mr Crompe 
On January 16, 1975 you published a 
letter from Mr E C. Morgan, President 
of the local branch of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers (NALC), 
seeking your support of the union's aims 
and disclaiming responsibility for any 
deterioration of postal services 
I think that you should know that the 
letter is part of a nationally organized 
plan to soften the public and the press 
for a possible illegal strike against the 
government 
Any 
strike 
by 
postal 
employes is in violation of the law. 
Die union letter solicits your support 
Support for what? 
A memorandum to branch officers of 
the NALC, which went out with the 
“sample letters" to editors, clearly 
identifies the issue “In order to have a 
successful strike," the letter says, “ it is 
necessary in our profession to secure 
and retain public support " And, again, 
it says ‘ When the strike issue is over a 
wage 
dispute 
or 
the 
failure 
of 
management to negotiate m good faith, 
it is a very simple matter to arouse the 
troops 
sufficiently 
to 
gain 
total 
cooperation 
in 
any 
National 
Job 
Action " 
The Postal Reorganization Act of 1970 
mandated that postal workers be paid 
wages and benefits comparable to those 
in the private sector 
The Act also 
provided 
for 
collective 
bargaining 
between unions and management. A 
year and one-half ago, 
the Postal 
Service and the postal unions entered 
into 
a 
contract 
that 
m et 
the 
requirements of comparability. Today, 
the average letter carrier earns well 
over $14,000 a year in salary and fringe 
benefits and his salary goes up as the 
cost of living index increases. 


So wages or the failure to negotiate in 
good faith are not at issue. The basic 
issue is that of productivity. The Postal 
Service 
is paying our employes a 
competitive wage. We feel that our 
employes have an obligation to earn it 
in their performance on the job. 
The union, in its “Letter to the 
Editor" drafted by the Washington 
Headquarters of the NALC, makes these 
points which I would like to refute: 
Statement 
We do not condone curtailment of any 
type of mail and feel that if our routes 
were properly adjusted there would not 
be the serious delays which are now 
being experienced 
Fact 
The one-day 
curtailment of 
non- 
preferential mail is the most practical 
way of achieving our goal of 8 hours 
work for 8 hours pay It eliminates the 
necessity of having additional people or 
paying overtime that would be required 
if all third-class and bulk rate type mail 
were delivered on the same schedule as 
first class mail. It also permits a carrier 
to leave the post office on time with his 
prefial mail and meet his normal 
delivery schedule to the customers on 
his route. 
Statement 
There is a daily average of more than 
11 million pieces of mail which are not 
deliverable as addressed 
Your mail 
carrier has always forwarded this mail 
and 
placed 
correct 
addresses 
on 
m isaddressed 
pieces. 
This 
has 
permitted prompt delivery of such mail. 
That job has now been taken from us and 
the forwarding of mail is now being 
computerized 
Fact 
In 1973 installation of a new system for 
forwarding mail was started m which 
preprinted pressure sensitive labels 
were used to replace the handwritten 
endorsement formerly made by the 
carrier 
and 
the 
responsibility 
for 
affixing labels was transferred from the 
carrier to a clerk in the Post Office. As a 
result of this system, carriers are able 
to devote more time to the actual 
delivery of mail. The system is manual 
in nature, although computerization is 
being experimented with on a very 
small scale The new system provides a 
more efficient and less costly method 
for handling mail 
undeliverable as 
addressed 
Statement 
Our assignments are based on strictly 
full 8 hour assignments. It is necessary 
to keep moving without consideration 
for 
fatigue 
for 
an 
entire 8 
hour 
assignment We resent being followed 
and spied upon as we perform our duties 
and we feel that at a time when our 
country is involved in an energy crisis, 
the Postal Service should not be burning 
valuable gasoline in the autos of non­ 
productive supervision Supervisors are 
required to spend at least 2 hours daily 
driving around on our routes at a cost of 
millions of dollars to the taxpayer. 
While 
their 
attempts 
to 
increase 
productivity aie futile, their covert 
tactics seriously deteriorate morale 
Fact 
What the union refers to as “spying" 
is in reality a practice of supervising 
carriers activities on their delivery 
routes 
All other Postal Service employes in 
all crafts are supervised throughout 
their work day. 
I believe that any reasonable person 
expects that carriers also will be 
supervised during all phases of their 
work day, not just the 35 per cent of the 
time spent in the office. Management 
has a responsibility to ensure that 
carriers are performing efficiently and 
effectively on their route and they 
cannot do this unless they too are on the 
street 
The union points out that gasoline is 
necessary 
for 
supervisors 
to drive 
during the performance of their street 
supervision activities. This is true. 
However, 
supervisors 
save 
a 
vast 
amount of fuel by correcting improper 
carrier driving habits and other vehicle 
problems This far exceeds the small 
amount they use in performing this 
function. 
There are approximately 197,000 letter 
carriers throughout the country who 
spend approximately two-thirds of their 
work day on the street collecting and 


delivering mail It is inconceivable that 
anything less than an effective street 
supervision policy would be condoned by 
the 
American 
public 
to 
ensure 
maximum efficiency in the delivery of 
mail. 
The 
NALC 
letter 
begins 
by 
proclaiming a “sincere interest" in a 
“ better Postal Service," denies any 
intent to “criticize our employer" and 
then proceeds to tear down the Service 
and castigate postal management 
For 
the 
union 
to 
deny 
any 
responsibility 
on 
the 
part 
of 
its 
members for the occasionally missent 
or delayed letter is as absurd as it would 
be for the Postal Service to deny 
responsibility for the performance of 
our employes. The Service is, of course, 
responsible 
for 
our 
em p loyes, 
just as our employees should be (and 
most are» responsible to the Postal 
Service as well as to the public. 
It is clear the National Letter Carriers 
Association is gearing up for a possible 
strike, 
and 
is 
enlisting 
newspaper 
editors in the effort to “arouse the 
troops " The union’s “ troops" are the 
Postal Service’s employes. 
We find it hard to believe that the 
public will support such a strike, when 
we have already had to increase postage 
rates to their current level to offset the 
inflationary trend and the cost of the 
present contract with postal workers, 
and another rate increase is envisioned 
for next summer to help meet the 
challenges of inflation and any wage 
increases 
in 
the 
upcoming 
labor 
negotiations.

Then you notice the 
victim can’t talk — he’s choking on a 
piece of food caught in his windpipe 
You have about four 
minutes to save a life. 
Should you slap the 
person on the back? 
Offer

the 
person’s mouth and 
try to dislodge the 
food? Those were the 
old methods of trying 
to 
help 
a 
choking 
person. Now a doctor 
in 
Cincinnati 
has 
come up with a new 
solution. 
Dr. 
Henry 
Heimlich, 
director of 


Berry’s World 
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“/ used to have an office in one of those big 
buildings, then I saw ‘The Towering Inferno ’. . . " 


First aid tip 


surgery at Cincinnati Jewish Hospital, 
offers this advice: 
Stand behind the victim and put both 
of your arms around him Let his head, 
arms and upper torso hang forward. 
Grab your fist with your other hand and 
place it against his abdomen, slightly 
above the navel and below the rib cage 
Press up rapidly against his abdomen 
This forces the diaphragm up and 
compresses the lungs. Hopefully the 
food will pop out like a cork from a 
champagne bottle. 
If the victim is too heavy for you to 
hold, lay him on his back and sit on his 
hips With the heel of your left hand 
pressing against the back of your right 
hand, push forward into his abdomen 
just above the belt. A second person 
should be prepared to remove the 
ejected food from the victim ’s mouth, 
particularly if he's on his back. Apply 
artificial respiration if the victim still 
has problems breathing and then get 
him to a doctor for a check up. 
The National Safety Council estimates 
that choking causes 3,900 deaths a year. 
The Heimlich maneuver has already 
chalked up a number of successes. 
Early successes seem to indicate that 
the Heimlich maneuver could save a lot 
of lives. But don’t rely on it. Instead use 
common sense and good table manners 
so that you won’t choke in the first 
place.

dentures Don’t eat and laugh at the

Best of all, don’t bite off more than

expert 
testimony, qualified the work of the 
Committee as a supremely valuable 
repository of expert knowledge on the 
scope and meaning and particularities 
of the Communist enterprise, a source 
more valuable by far than what the 
typical student, taking every course in 
the curriculum, was likely to come up 
against in a major university. 
Of course the Committee had its fools 
And of course some of these fools 
suspected the local bassoon player was 
the ganglion of the conspiracy But for 
every one of them, there were ten 
tweedy fools in professor’s chairs who 
believed 
the 
Com m ittee 
was 
threatening American freedom. And. 
alas, for every fool who served on the 
Committee, there were, and are, a 
thousand beady-eyed plotters against 
human freedom who rejoice at the 
tortured ineptitude of the west. 
It wasn’t the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities that fought and won 
a world war and thereupon turned 
eastern Europe into a Soviet slave camp 
and mainland China into a Maoist slave 
camp. That great feat was done by the 
urbane gentry who would disdain the 
literature of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 
Mr. Will’s material derives from the 
book of Mr. Walter Goodman — how 
many such books there were! Books, 
monographs, tracts, by such as Robert 
Carr, Henry Steele Commager, James 
Wechsler, 
Alan 
Barth, 
Zechariah 
Chafee, Telford Taylor, the theme of 
which seemed to be: How shall we make 
it absolutely painless for an American 
citizen to contribute to the subversion of 
his country? 
Mr. Will cites with supreme contempt 
a question put to one witness by one 
member of the Committee, a couple of 
decades ago: “Would you say that (the 
New Deal) was more Fascist or more 
Communist?” But Mr. Will is a great 
tease. He fails to give us the answer.
